To  have  re- 
ceived support  from  them  at  that  time 
might  have  led  to  the  charge  that  he  had  a 
selfish  motive  in  his  work — (Cor.  9:12). 
Preachers  at  home  and  abroad  do  the 
same  thing  today; 

After  the  Gospel  had  l)een  introducer!, 
and  a church  of  Christ  organized,  its  mem.
